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Heartfelt tribute 
to crash teenager

TRIBUTES have flooded in 
for a teenager described as 
“the ideal friend” who was 
killed in a collision in 
Newmarket. 

More than 760 people have 
joined a Facebook group 
dedicated to Shaun Liam 
Cronin, 17, who died after his 
Kawasaki motorbike collided 
with a lamppost in Willie 
Snaith Road on Sunday. 

People gathered at the 
roundabout on the road to lay 
flowers and pay their respects to 
the Newmarket College student 
described as “cheeky” by his 
friends. 

Speaking from the scene, 
Rebecca Parrott, 17, from Red 
Lodge, said: “He was always 
there for us - now we are there 
for him. 

“He was the ideal friend. If you 
wanted a friend, he was there for 
you.”

Jamie Fane, also 17, said: “I have 
my own bike and after school we 
used to bike to town with each 
other. We had a great laugh. I got 
on this morning and it wasn’t the 
same. It’s so hard - I’m just going 
to miss our little bike rides. 

“I’m getting rid of my bike now. 
There are too many memories - I 
just can’t do it.” 

Jamie, who lives at Warren Hill 
Stud, said there were plans to lay 
more flowers on the anniversary 
of Shaun’s death, as well as on his 
birthday in May. 

He said: “I could always go to 
him about anything and if I 
couldn’t explain it he would 
understand.” 

Nathan Anderson, 17, a West 
Suffolk College student, said: “He 
would always make you happy 
whatever mood you were in.” 


Shaun had left Halfords, where 
he was working, following a shift, 
when the collision happened 
shortly before 5.30pm. 

In a post on the Facebook tribute 
page, Dan Bannister said Shaun, 
from Manderston Road in 
Newmarket, had only been on the 
road at that time because he had 
remained at work to help 
someone. 

He said: “I thought it would be 
appropriate to mention that you 
should never have been riding at 
that time if it wasn’t for your 
selflessness staying behind at 
work to help someone out, which 
in my opinion shows real 
character. Won’t be the same 
without you, RIP.” 

Dr Bob Cadwalladr, principal of 
Newmarket College, said Shaun 
was “a lovely gentle student with 
a cheeky grin and a lively sense of 


humour. 

“He was a good mathematician 
with a strong practical sense, a 
talented engineer who hoped to 
make this his career. 

“He had contributed to school 
life, particularly in the sixth form, 
where he worked behind the 
scenes in the school panto and 
contributed to an after-school 
homework club at Laureate Pri¬ 
mary School. 

“It is a tragic sadness to see the 
life of such a pleasant and 
talented young man with such 
potential needlessly cut short. Our 
thoughts and sympathies are with 
his family and friends. We will all 
miss Shaun terribly.” 

Students past and present are 
invited to share memories of 
Shaun in a book of remembrance 
at the college from 10am on 
Thursday, August 16, the day 


many of his friends will be 
collecting their AS and A-Level 
results. Staff and counsellors will 
also be on hand. 

The East of England Ambulance 
Service NHS Trust said Shaun 
was pronounced dead at the 
scene. A spokeswoman said: “We 
send his family our sympathies.” 

■ Suffolk Police have arrested a 
man from Newmarket on 
suspicion of causing death by 
dangerous driving. 

The 30-year-old is believed to 
have been driving a VW Bora. He 
has been bailed to return to the 
Bury St Edmunds police inves¬ 
tigation centre on September 3. 

Police have appealed for anyone 
who saw the crash or the vehicles 
before the accident to call Pc 
Danny Ormes at the Serious 
Collision Investigation Team on 
101 .

Car woman freed 

A WOMAN was trapped inside a car 
after a crash in Swaffham Bulbeck. 
Emergency services were called at 
11,25pm on Saturday to reports of a 
two-vehicle collision on Swaffham Heath 
Road, at the junction with the A1303. 

One crew from Burwell, one from 
Cambridge, and a rescue vehicle from 
Cambridge attended. One man, who 
was also trapped, had released himself 
before crews arrived. Both the man and 
woman were taken to hospital, but the 
extent of their injuries was not known. 

Van tips over on A14 

DRIVERS experienced delays on the A14 
yesterday morning after a van 
overturned. 

Two lanes of the eastbound carriageway 
were blocked for about 30 minutes 
following the incident at Snailwell 
between junction 38 for Exning and 
junction 37, for the A11, just after 7am. 
Emergency services attended and 
firefighters helped rescue one person 
from a blue Citroen van. Police said one 
person received non life-threatening 
injuries. 


USERS of a community centre 
in Stetchworth will be 
jumping for joy on a new floor 
thanks toa£10,000 grant. 

The Ellesmere Centre’s main 
sports hall floor is crying out for 
replacement, according to its 
trustees, who hope the fresh 
surface could be installed in 
September. 

Lighting in the sports hall will 
also be upgraded using the sum 
from the East Cambs community 
facilities (section 106) fund which 
is made up of money from 
developers building in the district. 

Roy Swain, chairman of the 
board of trustees, which manages 
the centre, thought to receive about

20,000 visits a year, said they were 
“absolutely delighted” the 
application had been successful. 

He said: “We have a fantastic 
sports hall which now has a floor 
that’s more than 21 years old, I 
believe, and it’s in desperate need 
of renewal because it’s a really 
important revenue generator. We 
use it for all kinds of activities.” 

It is hoped the improved floor 
will attract new business to the 
centre and help raise money for the 
next project of renewing the 
astroturf. 

Mr Swain, 62, from Newmarket, 
said: “The sports hall will be 


marked out for badminton and five- 
a-side football. It’s just a case of 
being in a position to really 
promote it as a superb centre. At 
the moment the floor is in a very 
sorry state.” 

About £13,000 will be spent on 
the project, including roughly 
£3,000 the trustees have put in 
themselves through a match¬ 
funding requirement attached to 
the grant. 

Mr Swain said the trustees and 
helpers had been saving up to 
replace the sports hall’s floor but 
the grant meant they were able to 
carry it out earlier. 

Little Downham Parish Council 
has also received more than 
£30,000 from the fund for new play 


equipment and to help replace the 
fence around the village’s all- 
weather court. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, chairman of 
the community and environment 
committee at East Cambridgeshire 
District Council, said: “Yet again, 
local communities are set to benefit 
from the money which local 
councils have obtained from 
developers. 

“Nearly £40,000 is going to be 
spent on improving facilities for 
residents in Stetchworth and Little 
Downham and I hope the money 
will make a real difference to their 
lives.”

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Former drug 
addict stole 
from store 

A FORMER heroin addict who has been 
trying to stay out of trouble slipped back 
into old ways when he was caught 
stealing clothes from Tesco, a court heard. 

David Armitage, of St Anthony, in 
Newmarket, pleaded guilty to stealing 
clothing from Tesco in Ely worth £288.35 
on June 26. He also admitted breaching a 
conditional discharge imposed last 
November for another theft. 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, said it was 
about 6.50pm when security guards 
noticed Armitage placing clothing into 
plastic bags. 

She said: “He was followed into the car 
park by security and placed the carrier 
bags on the floor. When he was asked 
what was inside he ran off.” 

All the goods were recovered. Later that 
night in Soham he was recognised and 
arrested, the court heard. 

In mitigation, Chris Casey explained 
Armitage, who has a six-year-old child, 
had an “on-and-off” heroin habit for six 
years, but had been clean since the theft 
in June. 

Mr Casey said it was when he mixed 
with his brother that he became 
influenced by his old ways. 

He said: “He wants to become a welder. 
He says he has got to the age now where 
he means to move forward.” 

Magistrates ordered him to complete a 
12-month community order, including 
100 hours’ unpaid work, and an 
additional 20 hours unpaid work for the 
breach. He must also pay £85 costs.

A GRANDMOTHER turned 
midwife to deliver her 
daughter's first baby at home 
in Mildenhall. 

Tina Reeve had accompanied 
her daughter, Emma Cashen, 
to hospital on the morning of 
July 18 but they left for home 
at about 11am because the 
baby was not quite ready to 
arrive. 

But her daughter's pains 
worsened and Tina called 999 
- before delivering Ruby Paige 
Terry on Emma's bathroom 


floor at about 2.15pm while 
receiving instructions from 
paramedics. 

Tina, 46, from Beck Row, said 
she was really grateful to the 
operator who had talked her 
through everything. 

She said: "It was all right in 
the end. 

"It was scary but the 
adrenaline kicks in and you 
just get on and do it. 

"I didn't know if the baby was 
going to be ok, if Emma was 
going to be ok. 


"Emma is my daughter so I 
was still worried about her as 
well." 

She said she was just relieved 
when the 5lb 14.5oz little girl 
made a noise - and now 
cannot stay away from her. 

Emma, 26, who works with her 
mum on the counters at 
Sainsbury's Mildenhall, said: 

"I just can't believe she did it, 

I was quite amazed. 

"I don't know if I could have 
kept my cool like she did." 


Campaigners forced to face 
defeat in Nationwide battle

A HARD-fought campaign 
opposing the closure of 
Mildenhall’s Nationwide has 
failed to keep the branch 
open. 

About 40 people attended a 
public meeting at Forest Heath 
District Council yesterday, and 
several supporters then headed to 
the Market Place branch, where 
campaigner Geoff Ashton and Cllr 
David Bowman had a conference 
call with Larry Banda, a divisional 
director at the building society. 

But Mr Ashton and Cllr Bowman 
emerged from the branch about 50 
minutes later to say it would be 
closing as planned on August 31. 

Speaking outside the building 
society, Mr Ashton said: “Lots of 
people said ‘Geoff, well done but 
you are wasting your time’. I 
thought we might be able to move 
mountains, but clearly we can’t.” 

Mr Ashton, a Nationwide 
accountholder for 25 years, said 
petitions opposing the closure had 
gathered 1,000 signatures. 

He told the Weekly News last 
week the closure would 
inconvenience an endless list of 
people. 

He said: “It will destroy the 
centre of Mildenhall town. Shops 


will close, restaurants and cafes 
will close, and businesses will 
close because people will be going 
out of town to cash money, and it’s 
just a stupid decision. It’s a stupid, 
inconsiderate decision for a mutual 
society which is supposed to be a 
not-for-profit organisation to 
make.” 

Cllr David Bowman, cabinet 
member for tourism and economic 
development at Forest Heath, said 
yesterday: “I'm very disappointed 
because I think their minds were 
made up before we actually went 
in. A statement was read when we 
went in, we were then allowed to 
ask questions. Basically we were 
ignored as to what’s going on.” 

He said he thought a local 
campaign in partnership with the 


branch could have made a 
difference. He said: “If they could 
have worked hand-in-hand with 
us, we could have got quite a 
campaign going and got them more 
members to use the branch.” 

Forest Heath would now be 
working to find another building 
society or branch to take the 
premises over, he added. 

Joe Moore, 72, from Mildenhall, 
who has been a Nationwide 
accountholder for at least 25 years 
and supported the campaign, said: 
“I think it reflects a bit badly on 
Nationwide, who have always 
trumpeted the fact that they are not 
like a big bank - they are a building 
society and they put their 
customers first.” 

A spokeswoman for Nationwide 


said 614 people had signed the 
petitions. She said: “We have gone 
through a thorough process to 
analyse the petition and have 
responded personally to the 
petition organiser and local 
councillor. 

“We appreciate the time and 
effort that has gone into organising 
it and gaining signatures. 

“Unfortunately, many of the 
signatories were not our customers 
and were, therefore, not using the 
branch and contributing towards its 
future. Additionally, only a small 
number of local customers signed 
the petition, and many of these 
don’t use the branch regularly. 
Therefore, we can confirm that we 
plan to continue with plans to close 
Mildenhall branch.” 


Father grew 
cannabis at 
caravan site 

A FATHER-of-two who was growing 
cannabis on a caravan site has been 
ordered to do unpaid community work. 

When police turned up at Burwell 
Traveller’s Site it was the smell of the drug 
that led them to finding 12 cannabis 
plants in Paul Smith’s shed, Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court heard. 

The 22-year-old, who lives on the site, 
pleaded guilty to producing cannabis - a 
Class B drug - when he appeared at court 
last Wednesday. 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, said on 
Smith’s pitch at the site was a static 
caravan, outbuilding, and two sheds. 

When police smelled the drug they 
looked in one of the sheds and discovered 
12 plants “about 2ft tall in the advanced 
stages of growth”, the court was told. 

The shed was insulated, lights were 
used to keep the plants warm, and drug¬ 
growing paraphernalia was also found at 
the site. 

In mitigation, Guy Holland said Smith 
was a casual labourer who was currently 
not working and relied on his wife’s 
sewing business for financial support. 

He added that Smith had no previous 
drugs convictions, and the plants were 
solely for his own use, and not to sell on. 

Magistrates gave Smith a 12-month 
community order, told him to complete 
120 hours’ unpaid work, and pay £85 
court costs. The forfeiture and destruction 
of the drugs and paraphernalia was also 
ordered. 

Man avoids 
jail for assault 
on schoolgirl 

A MAN who indecently assaulted a 
schoolgirl has avoided being sent to 
prison. 

Jonathan Trett, 45, had denied 
indecently assaulting the girl twice while 
she was visiting his house at Highfield in 
Lakenheath on June 12 last year, but was 
found guilty by a jury at Ipswich Crown 
Court in June. 

Sentencing him on Thursday, Judge 
John Holt said the offending had been on 
the verge of justifying immediate custody, 
but Trett's lack of previous convictions 
meant he was able to impose a 
community order instead. 

Jonathan Goodman, defending, said 
Trett, who had an “exemplary” previous 
character, maintained his innocence, 
despite the jury’s verdict. He said a report 
prepared by the Probation Service said 
Trett’s risk of further offending was 
considered very low. 

During the four-day trial, the girl said 
via a video link that Trett had asked her to 
give him a cuddle while he was wearing 
only a pair of shorts, and touched her 
from behind around her breast area. 

She said Trett had later placed his 
hands on her bottom as she stood in the 
kitchen and kissed her on the lips. 

Trett had told the jury the incidents had 
never happened, but could not offer an 
explanation why the girl would make up 
her evidence. He denied having 
engineered a situation to ensure the girl 
visited his house. 

Judge Holt told Trett he would be under 
Probation Service supervision for six 
months, have to complete 150 hours of 
unpaid community work, and sign the 
Sexual Offences Register.

Chick it out! Birds 
are fully fledged 

BOTH pairs of cranes at a 
fenland nature reserve have 
fledged chicks on the same day. 
Two chicks took flight at RSPB 
Lakenheath Fen on Wednesday, 
July 11, which is the first time 
both nesting pairs have fledged 
young in the same year, 
although both have done so 
since 2009. 

RSPB Lakenheath Fen said its 
cranes, which arrived at the 
nature reserve in 2007, 
comprise 13 per cent of the 
UK’s breeding population of the 
birds and the latest young bring 
the numbers to have fledged at 
the site to five. 

The crane chick that fledged at 
the reserve in 2009 is believed 
to be the first in the Fens to do 
so for more than four centuries.

The woman was suffering from 
lower leg pain, but all of the 
people involved were said to 
have “minor injuries”.

TWO teenagers are cycling 
hundreds of miles in 
memory of their “amazing” 
school friend. 

Friends Theo Ronay and Max 
Dunand, both aged 17, are taking 
on a whopping 270-mile cycle 
ride from London to France this 
month to raise money for the 
Liam Fairhurst Foundation. 

The teens, who are both 
studying for their A-levels at 
Hills Road Sixth-Form College, 
were both friends of courageous 
teenager Liam Fairhurst. 

Liam, from Soham, died in 
2009, aged 14, after a long fight 
with cancer, and during his battle 
raised hundreds of thousands of 
pounds for the children’s cancer 
charity, CLIC Sargent. 

The Liam Fairhurst Foundation 
has been set up by Liam’s family 
in his memory to help other sick 
children and young people. 

Next Tuesday Theo from 
Soham, and Max from Fordham, 
will set off on their bicycles from 
London and will ride all the way 
to a small town in France called 
La Ville Au Pied. 

They hope to complete the 
mammoth challenge in four days 
- and aim to raise about £1,000 
for the foundation. 

Theo said: “We both knew 
Liam well. 

“I knew him from the 
beginning of primary school, and 
Max was friends with him during 



their time at Soham Village 
College. 

“We both witnessed his 
amazing feat of fundraising and 
courage and we’d like to 
contribute towards this great 
cause of providing children with 
cancer some security and 
comfort from their battle against 
cancer.” 

Last month, Liam’s brother 
Callum, 14, rowed the equivalent 
of the English Channel - 21 miles 
- on a static rowing machine. 

By going through blood, sweat 
and tears on the day which 
marked the third anniversary of 
his brother’s death, Callum 
raised more than £5,000.

Councillors say ‘si’ 
to Italian eaterie 

Plans for Wildwood restaurant at shop site 


A BID to turn a Newmarket 
fashion shop into an Italian 
restaurant has received no 
objections from councillors. 

Plans have been submitted to 
turn the Grade II listed Anne 
Furbank store into one of a 
chain of Wildwood restaurants 
serving grilled food, stone- 
baked pizza and pastas. 

Newmarket Town Council’s 
development and planning 
committee raised no concerns 
about the applications to 
change the use of the High 
Street premises located in a 
conservation area from Al 
retail to A3 bar/restaurant 
during a meeting on Monday. 

Nor did they object to the 
internal and external 
alterations proposed for the 
unit or to the installation of 
mechanical plant and ducting, 
both subject to the listed 
building officer’s approval.

They also said signage should 
be appropriate for a con¬ 
servation area. 

A design and access 
statement submitted as part of 
the application by Brown, an 
architecture and interior and 
retail design business, said: 
“Given the general commercial 
make up of High Street, 
existing use and location of the 
unit it is felt there is both a 
need and an opportunity for a 
Wildwood type restaurant 
operation.” 

The planned external and 
internal alterations include 
replacing some of the windows 
with louvres, putting up 
partition walls and knocking 
down some existing walls. 

In a heritage statement, 
Brown said: “The works 


proposed would generally be of 
a decorative nature, with some 
new fixed seating, counters and 
partitioning. 

“We propose to expose 
existing historical features and 
enhance the building’s interior 
decoration by emphasizing 
these finishes and features.” 

The restaurant would be 
open from 11am to 11pm seven 
days a week, including bank 
holidays. 

Wildwood would employ 20 
full-time staff and five people 
on a part-time basis, according 
to the application. 

Forest Heath District Council 
will make a decision on 
whether to grant the 
applications at a later date. 

Both Anne Furbank stores in 
Newmarket and Buckden are 
open and trading as normal.

Store plan needs

crisps, drinks and hot sausage rolls. 

I might point out that the nearest Morrisons is 
in either Cambourne or Ipswich. 

Then this week I read that the proposed site 
for the new Asda may include some 
"development of paddock land". 

Why develop this when there is a perfectly 
good derelict site waiting to be used on Exning 
Road? 

The place is an absolute eyesore and I don't 
think it is any farther away from town than the 
Black Bear Lane site. 


Yes, I agree that the entrance to the town from 
the Cooper memorial is also a real bone of 
contention and does not enhance anyone's 
initial first sight of our town, but why not allow 
this to be developed in a better way, such as 
housing and leisure facilities. So it is "racing" 
land and has to be preserved as such, but no 
one thought about that when Barlings Court 
was built on as old people's accommodation.

Seven top council jobs are 
to go in joint team move 


SEVEN senior positions are 
being scrapped at the Forest 
Heath and St Edmundsbury 
councils. 

Fourteen heads of service roles 
will be cut to nine, while four 
director positions will be 
reduced to two after members of 
both councils voted for the joint 
management team structure last 
week. 

The councils have said the 
costs and savings that will result 
from the reduction of positions 
will not be known until the new 
team is in place, which is

expected to be by October 1, but 
said the new structure will make 
a “substantial contribution” to 
the roughly £2.5 million the 
councils have to save through 
sharing services. 

Cllr James Waters, leader of 
Forest Heath District Council, 
said the move would result in 
significant savings but the main 
point was to create a more 
business-minded approach, 
including trying to avoid 
duplication, for example. 


He said: “It’s a new way of 
working, it’s joining the two 
management teams in one 
together. With us at Forest 
Heath, we have gone to a cabinet 
system, it’s just a fresher way of 
working and we have to make 
every penny count and every 
hour count. 

“It will just be a more 
confident way forward to make 
us more streamlined but still 
deliver frontline service.” 

There would be redundancies, 
he said, while other staff 
members would fill vacant 
positions within one of the two 


councils, and some people could 
move on. 

He said: "There will be some 
losses of jobs, unfortunately, but 
at the end of the day, we need to 
offer value for money." 

Both councils voted to merge 
their senior management teams 
last October and Ian Gallin was 
appointed as the councils’ first 
joint chief executive in February 
on a salary of £105,000, 
replacing the posts held by 
David Burnip at Forest Heath 
and Geoff Rivers at St 
Edmundsbury.

Five jailed 
for part in 
scrapyard 
metal theft 


FIVE men who were caught stealing 
metal from a scrapyard in Snailwell have 
been jailed. 

Peter Davis, 29, John Massen, 26, 
Aaron Fagg, 22, Alfred Rye Snr, 50, and 
Alfred Rye Jnr, 21,were spotted on CCTV 
dragging bins filled with scrap metal out 
of a yard in Fordham Road, shortly before 
midnight on March 19. 

Security staff alerted police and the 
police helicopter was put up to catch the 
culprits. 

The five, along with a further four, 
split up into small groups and tried to 
escape - and some even climbed trees in 
a bid to evade arrest. 

But officers were directed in by the 
helicopter crew and managed to arrest 
the nine nearby. 

Officers also recovered the metal-filled 
bins. All nine pleaded guilty to theft. 

Davis, of Old Church Street, Kent, was 
jailed for nine months while Rye Snr and 
Jnr, Massen, all of Hill Rise, Dartford, 
and Fagg, of Old Church Court, Kent, 
were each given six months at 
Cambridge Crown Court last Friday. 

The other four were given a 
combination of suspended sentences and 
community orders. 

Christopher Rye, 47, of Hill Rise, 
Dartford, was given six months, 
suspended for two years, and ordered to 
carry out 120 hours’ unpaid work, 

Mark Cobb, 19, of Upper Abbey Road, 
Kent, was given a four-month sentence, 
suspended for one year, ordered to carry 
out 100 hours’ unpaid work, given a 
three-month curfew, and must pay £150 
costs. 

Mark Smith, 20, of Hill Rise, Dartford, 
was given six months in a young 
offenders’ institute, suspended for one 
year, ordered to carry out a Thinking 
Skills programme, and 100 hours’ unpaid 
work. 

David Smith, 25, of Hill Rise, Dartford, 
was given six months, suspended for 12 
months, ordered to carry out 100 hours' 
unpaid work, and attend a Thinking 
Skills programme. 

Detective Sergeant Emma Compson, 
who investigated, said: “These men 
headed up from Kent with the aim of 
stealing metal from what they thought 
would be an easy target. 

“But thanks to the security staff’s 
vigilance and speed with which we were 
able to get the helicopter to the scene, it 
meant they were caught red-handed. 

“This type of theft will not be tolerated 
and we will continue to catch anyone 
involved in such criminality and put 
them before the courts.”

The dutiful youngster, 
from Offord Cluny, shows 
maturity beyond her 
tender years as she looks 
after older sister Molly, 
who suffered a stroke 
three years ago. 

After she was crowned 
a Carer of the Year last 
year, our sister title, the 
Cambridge News arranged 
for Daisy and her family 
to go to Alton Towers - 
and they had such a good 
time they have organised 
a repeat trip for later this 
year. 

Mum Katie said her 
Daisy deserved the 
outing, which involved a 
two-day stay at the Splash 
Landings Hotel at the 
theme park. 

She said: "It was great 
for her to be a kid and for 
everyone to relax together 
away from home. She 
loves all the rides. Molly is 
a bit more cautious but 
Daisy wanted to go on the 
most frightening ones." 

Daisy, who is now 
seven and goes to Offord 
Primary School, keeps an 
eye on nine-year-old 
Molly, fetching things for 
her, wheeling her around 
and helping her eat and 
drink.

Prison digging in 
to protect heath 


PRISONERS set on break¬ 
ing the cycle have been 
carrying out conservation 
work at Red Lodge Heath. 

Inmates at HMP Highpoint 
near Newmarket helped get the 
grass, bracken and scrub 
growing on a section of the Site 
of Special Scientific Interest 
under control as part of a 
program to restore the habitat. 

The prisoners got stuck in 
between July 31 and last 
Thursday as part of the Making 
Ground work experience 
scheme run by May Gurney, 
which is designed to help low- 
risk offenders coming to the end 
of their sentences reintegrate 
into society. 

Matt Vernon, countryside 
officer at Forest Heath which

manages the site with the Red 
Lodge Conservation Group, the 
landowners and Natural 
England, said: “They achieved 
everything that they set out to 
achieve. I think the guys got 
quite a lot out of it. They 
worked really well so it’s all 
good.” 

The prisoners worked on a 
part of the heath that 
conservation group volunteers 
had previously cleared and Mr 
Vernon said the inmates’ efforts 
had made a huge difference. 

He said: “The area the 
volunteers had done the first 
stage of restoration on needs 
this follow-up work, because 
otherwise it will just re-grow 
and we will lose any progress 


we have made.” 

Steve Phillips, head of 
reducing re-offending at the 
prison, said: “Highpoint is in 
itself a community and we are 
looking at ways in which we 
can create mutually beneficial 
relationships with organisations 
that provide value to them and 
enable our offenders to 
positively contribute to the 
community and develop useful 
skills along the way.”

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Henry inspired me in 
my charity challenge

Born eight weeks premature, Henry weighed 
just over 41b - now he's healthy, happy - and 
gorgeous. Interview by LOUISE MARTIN 


H olding her 
baby boy as he 
sleeps soundly 
in her arms, Jennie 
Strutt is enjoying being 
a new mum. "He's not 
much of a sleeper so 
he won't be like this for 
long," she laughs. 

With his perfectly soft 
skin and (when he does 
wake up) beautiful blue 
eyes, Henry is a picture of 
health. But when he was 
born premature, at just 32 
weeks, both Jennie and 
husband Richard feared the 
worst. 

The 35-year-old from 
Steeple Morden enjoyed a 
problem-free pregnancy 
until she began 
experiencing back and 
stomach pain two months 
before her due date. "I 
really didn't think anything 
of it," remembers Jennie. 
"I'd had a completely 
healthy pregnancy - no 
sickness, all of my scans 
said there were no 
problems; I actually really 
enjoyed being pregnant." 

An insurance underwriter 


at a London-based firm, 
Jennie was grateful to be 
working from home that 
day, as the pains increased 
in severity and, unbeknown 
to her, developed into 
contractions. Jennie worked 
into the early evening but 
when the pain continued to 
increase, the couple 
decided to call the midwife, 
who told them to go to the 
Rosie Maternity Hospital at 
Addenbrooke's. 

"I wasn't prepared for 
that," says Jennie. "I hadn't 
packed my bag, so I just 
grabbed some stuff off the 
side. It was very scary; one 
minute I was working and 
then suddenly we were 
driving to the hospital." 

When they arrived at the 
Rosie, Jennie was quickly 
linked to a monitor to 
check the baby's heart 
beat, which was soon 
detected. "A doctor came in 
and examined me and I 
heard him say to the nurse: 
'She's in labour and I can't 
stop it'." 

Jennie's labour was too 
advanced for her to be 
given drugs to slow it down, 


so instead she was given a 
steroid injection to help 
strengthen her baby's lungs. 

"At 32 weeks the lungs 
are developed but they still 
need to mature," explains 
Jennie. "When I was in 
labour a neonatal doctor 
came in and she literally 
gave me a list of every vital 
organ that might not be 
developed properly. I think 
they have to tell you 
because they have to 
prepare you for the worst. 

"My midwife was very 
good at explaining what 
would happen; she said 
there would be lots of 
people in the room, which 
there was, and that they 
had to bring in a 
resuscitation table for him. 

It was very scary." 

After 15 hours of labour, 
Henry was born weighing 
just 4lb 3oz and, after 
checking his heart rate, 
there was time for a very 
quick cuddle before he was 
whisked away to the 
Neonatal Intensive Care 
Unit (NICU). 

"It was heartbreaking 
when they had to take him

away," says Jennie. "It's 
just not what you ever 
expect is going to happen 
when you have your 
baby." 

As Henry's lungs were 
so small, he needed help 
to breathe and was put on 
to a CPAP (Continuous 
Positive Airway Pressure) 
Machine. "As soon as I was 
OK I was taken to see 
him," says Jennie. "The 
intensive care unit is a 
scary place as there were 
lots of really tiny babies. To 
see your baby attached to 
lots of drips and tubes is 
awful." 

Henry underwent 
numerous tests and scans 
before being moved on to 
the Special Care Baby Unit 
(SCBU) when he was a day 
and a half old. "He was in 
hospital for 15 days," says 
Jennie. "You're allowed in 
to see your baby 24 hours 
a day, but you do get sent 
home to sleep because 
you're no good to your 
baby if you're absolutely 
exhausted. You just spend 
your day staring at 
monitors and watching 
oxygen going up and 
down. It was just awful to 
go home every night - I 
couldn't wait to get back 
there. We used to ring the 
hospital in the night to 
check he was OK." 

As well as breathing 
problems, Henry had 
jaundice and needed UV 
light treatment. "That was 
really hard because we 
couldn't hold him as much 
because he needed to be 
under the lights for as long 
as possible. Holding Henry 
had a really calming effect 
on him, because 
sometimes his oxygen 
levels weren't that great 
and then I'd hold him and 
they would improve, 
which was just 
unbelievable. The staff 


aged 10 months and, right, just after he was born, 
and Henry at the Cambridge Baby Race in aid of 


were very good because 
they would tell us when 
we could hold him and say 
'quick, go and get your 
cuddles in now.'" 

When Henry was strong 
enough, the couple were 
allowed to take their 
precious son home and, 
despite being delighted by 
their new family, Jennie 
admits it was a very nerve- 
wracking time. 

"We didn't want to 
sleep," she says. "He 
weighed 5lb 3oz and was 
still feeding on a tube and I 
used to think to myself: 

'I'm not medically trained.' 
But the Rosie has a team 
of nurses that come and 
visit for the first few weeks 
to check everything is all 
right." 

Like all premature 
babies, Henry will be 
checked for any 
developmental problems 
up until the age of one, 
but now, at 10 months, he 
is happy and healthy. 

Jennie was speaking to 
raise awareness of the 
dangers of premature 
birth; on Sunday, July 22, 
together with Richard and 
Henry, she took part in the 
first Cambridge Baby Race 
in aid of Tommy's, a 
national charity funding 
research into premature 
birth, miscarriage and 
stillbirth. Around 50 
parents and babies took 
part in the 8km race in 
Milton Country Park, 
which has so far raised 
more than £4,000. 

"Some people might 
have an idea they will 
deliver early, but until 
you're in that situation you 
don't realise how scary it's 
going to be," she says. 
"Everyone prepares you 
for your baby being late 
the first time, and I had no 
reason to think I would be 
any different. I spent a 


long time trying to think if 
it was something I did; you 
can start to beat yourself 
up about it, but I think it's 
just one of those 
unexplained things. 

"One of the reasons why 
we wanted to support 
Tommy's was because, 
when Henry was born, 
everyone seemed to know 
exactly what to do, and all 
that stemmed from the 
research it gets from many 
different charities and 
funding, but Tommy's 
supports that." 

Despite the traumatic 
experience of early labour, 
Jennie says it hasn't put her 
off having more children. 

"I think it would still be 
scary but I'd be more 
prepared next time. 

"I think it's slightly more 
likely that I could have 
another premature baby, 
but I've met mums who 
have had a premature 
baby and then had one full 
term, and I've met mums 
who have gone on to have 
another premature baby. I 
think it just depends on 
each pregnancy." 

Jennie hopes to raise 
more money for Tommy's 
in the future by taking part 
in the Cambridge Baby 
Race next year, and her 
sister, Alison, is doing her 
bit, too, by running the 
Royal Parks Half Marathon 
in October. 

"The Rosie was fantastic 
and we really couldn't 
have been in better care," 
says Jennie. "Henry 
doesn't seem to have any 
long term issues due to his 
prematurity, for which I am 
eternally thankful - 
however, I know other 
parents aren't so lucky, 
which is why Tommy's 
work to prevent premature 
birth is so important."

Dog owners to 
fall foul of £80 


penalty charge 


IRRESPONSIBLE dog 
owners could soon 
fall foul of beefed-up 
enforcement at a 
nature reserve. 

Police Community 
Support Officers 
(PCSOs) will be able to 
hand £80 fixed penalty 
notices to owners failing 
to clean up after their 
dogs in Beck Row’s 
Aspal Close Local 
Nature Reserve if a 
recommendation by 
Forest Heath District 
Council’s cabinet is 
taken on by the full 
authority. 

Cabinet members 
voted to approve the 
process of making a Dog 
Control Order to create 
the offence last Tuesday. 

A report prepared for 
the meeting said the 
measure could be rolled 
out across Forest Heath 
if it works. 

It stated: “It should 
also be noted that fixed 
penalty notices on their 
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own will not solve the 
issue of dog fouling 
outright. 

“However, as part of a 
wider approach they do 
provide an extremely 
useful tool, both in 
awareness raising, and 
as a deterrent. 

“If successful at Aspal 
Close, a Dog Control 
Order could be 
introduced to cover the 
whole district for the 
same offence.” 

The report said a 
reduction in fouling 
would make the reserve 
more attractive as a 
tourist destination, 
thereby contributing to 
economic growth, and it 
would also make it 
easier to market Aspal 
Close as a high-quality 
reserve. 

Additional signs 
saying dog fouling is an 
offence would be added 
to the reserve, which is 
owned and managed by 


Forest Heath District 
Council and already has 
officers authorised to 
issue fixed penalty 
notices. 

Non-payment of fixed 
penalty notices could 
see offenders issued 
with a fine of up to 
£1,000 by the courts. 

If the recommendation 
is passed, Forest Heath 
will consult the Local 
Access Forum, the 
access authority, Natural 
England, Suffolk County 
Council and Beck Row, 
Holywell Row and 
Kenny Hill Parish 
Council, and consider 
other representations 
made. 

If Forest Heath decides 
to proceed with the 
order following the 
consultation, the 
measure under the 
Clean Neighbourhoods 
and Environment Act 
2005 would come into 
force at least a fortnight 
after the order is made.

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Mystery over masterpiece family

ART experts are appealing 
for the public's help - to 
identify a mystery family 
in a 19th-century master¬ 
piece created by a 
painter who spent much 
of his time in Newmarket. 

The group portrait, 
which appears to feature 
a mother, father and two 
daughters, pictured in a 
rural setting, is due to be 
auctioned next month. 

Auctioneers Cheffins 
know it was painted by 
the celebrated Victorian 
artist Benjamin Cam 
Norton, who lived in 
Cambridge. 

But they are keen to 
discover whether Weekly 
News readers can supply 
details of the family, who 
may have lived locally. 

The artist was renow¬ 
ned for his paintings of 
racehorses and spent 
much of his working life at 
Newmarket committing 
them to canvas, but he 
also painted people. 

Cheffins painting expert 
Sarah Flynn said: 
"Benjamin Cam Norton 
was born in Sheffield and 
had many patrons in the 
area, primarily for his 
horse paintings, but 
occasionally for 

portraiture. 


"Although he grew up 
in Yorkshire he eventually 
moved to Newmarket, 
where his love of painting 
horses and his reputation 
developed. 

"He died at Gains¬ 
borough Villa, in Rock 
Road at Cherry Hinton, 
on New Year's Day, 1900 
and, according to his will, 
dated May 27, 1899, he 
left his house and 
remaining pictures to his 
son. 

"His early realistic 
landscapes show a 
marked debt to the Pre- 


Raphaelites and this style 
may have been intro¬ 
duced to him by an 
association with John 
Ruskin or a friendship 
with Elizabeth Siddal, a 
Sheffield girl. 

"The male sitter in this 
group portrait, apparently 
his masterpiece, sports a 
gold hunting horn pin in 
his stock, suggesting an 
association with hunting. 

"We're now trying to 
iece together some 
istory of this particular 
painting, and who the 
sitters of this prosperous- 


looking family may be." 

The picture is due to be 
included in a fine art sale 
at Cheffins' Clifton Road, 
Cambridge, auction 
rooms on September 19- 
20 . 

It is owned by art 
collector Sir Timothy 
Clifford, and is expected 
to fetch between £2,000 
and £3,000.

Art gallery

W ITH so many excellent 
productions taking up 
residence at 

Cambridge Arts Theatre in the 
next few months, there’s a 
danger the season to follow 
won’t live up to such heights. 

A host of famous faces and 
celebrated shows will be on offer to 
see us through until 2013. 

Kicking off the season is Hysteria 
(September 3-8) with Antony Sher: 
part broad farce, part case history, this 
piece brings together two of the 
world’s greatest and most eccentric 
minds, Sigmund Freud and Salvador 
Dali. 

Hollywood star Rupert Everett 
comes to Cambridge to portray 
another prominent historical figure, 
Oscar Wilde, in David Hare’s T he 
Judas Kiss (November 12-17). It’s 
1895 and Wilde’s masterpiece, The 
Importance of Being Earnest, is 
playing in the West End after a 
triumphant premiere - but already the 
wheels are in motion which will lead 
to the writer’s imprisonment, downfall 
and vilification. Forced to make a 
choice between his lover and his 
freedom, the ever-romantic Wilde 
embarks on a course which will see 
him spiraling towards self-destruction. 
Also starring hot screen property 
Freddie Fox, this promises to be one 
of the highlights of the season. 

The stars continue to come out with 


many Arts Theatre favourites showing 
off their talents in both high comedy 
and serious drama. Felicity Kendal, 
who we last saw in Mrs Warren s 
Profession, will be appearing in Alan 
Ayckbourn’s celebrated Relatively 
Speaking (September 24-29) 
alongside Strictly Come Dancing 
winner and former EastEnder Kara 
Tointon. Showcasing Ayckbourn’s 
sparkling wit, Relatively Speaking was 
the piece which first turned the 
playwright into a household name 
back in 1967. A story of young love 
and the perils of meeting the parents, 
this charmingly English comedy of 
misunderstandings is full of twists and 
clever observations on family and 
human nature itself. 

Meanwhile, fellow Good Life chum 
Penelope Keith also returns to the 
Cambridge stage, playing a grieving 
widow in the touching and poignant 
Good Grief (November 5-10), 
adapted from the novel by Keith 
Waterhouse. Tasked by her late 
husband to keep a journal of her 
feelings after he passes away, it sounds 
rather like a PS, I Love You for grown¬ 
ups. 

Tom Conti - currently helping 
break box office records in The Dark 
Knight Rises - returns to Cambridge 
in Rough Justice (October 15-20), 
about a man defending himself against 
murder charges - a change from his 
last Arts Theatre turn in 2010’s 
comedy, Wife After Death. 

Before that, Timothy West stars in 


The Handyman (October 8-13), a 

play that asks “challenging questions 
about guilt and responsibility” and 
includes cameo video appearances by 
Stephen Berkoff and Vanessa 
Redgrave. 

As well as celebrating a wealth of 
acting talent, stars of the literary world 
are also well represented this season. 
English Touring Theatre will be 
bringing W Somerset Maugham’s war¬ 
time drama, The Sacred Flame 
(November 20-24), while The 
Haunting (September 10-15), 
adapted from Charles Dickens’s ghost 
stories, returns to thrill audiences and 
celebrate the bicentenary of his birth. 
And Sean O’Casey’s The Plough and 
the Stars (October 2-6), will be 
coming to Cambridge for a limited 
run. Cambridge Arts Theatre regularly 
receives shows that have enjoyed 
success in the West End or on the 
silver screen and this trend is set to 
continue. Duet for One (September 
19-22) tells the tale of a concert 
violinist based on the legendary 
Jacqueline du Pre, and musical classic 
Oliver!

Father Ted!The IT Crowd’s Graham 
Linehan and starring Clive Mantle, it 
has been reviewed by critics as “a 
glorious, madcap night out” and “a joy 
from start to finish”. 

The theatre’s One Night Only 
series continues with an evening with 
author, broadcaster and journalist 
Will Self (October 7 ), who will be 
talking about his new book, 
Umbrella, and jazz legend Cleo 
Laine (November 18) who will be 
performing with her band. 

Younger theatregoers are not left 
out this season with Horrible 
Histories ’ Vile Victorians and 
Terrible Tudors (October 30- 
November 3) as a delightfully 
dastardly October half-term treat. 


Enthusiasm-filled and leaving out 
none of the grisly bits of history, 
these action-packed live shows are 
just as likely to be enjoyed by adults 
as children. 

And last, but by no means least, 
Cambridge Arts Theatre will be 
dusting off its glitterball and calling 
in the stars for its traditional family 
pantomime. Following the enormous 
success of Cinderella last year, Jack 
and the Beanstalk (December 6- 
January 13) is sure to prove a 
‘giant’ of an adventure for all the 
family to enjoy. . .

D ID you know that 
there's a place in 
Cambridge where an 
orangutan sits proudly in a 
nest, a fawn peeks around a 
corner and a colossal whale 
skeleton dangles from the 
roof? Where you can examine 
everything from dinosaur 
footprints and birds eggs to 
elephant bones and bugs? And 
where an amazing collection 
of creatures gathered by the 
great Charles Darwin are on 
display? 

It's all at the Cambridge University 
Museum of Zoology, and there's 
plenty for budding Backshalls to see 
and do there this summer. 

"One thing that's running 
throughout the holidays is our Big Bug 
Hunt," says education officer Roz 
Wade. "We've got special insects that 
you don't normally see dotted around 
the galleries: you can go round and 
find them, answer the questions, then 
enter our prize draw." 

Happily the bugs range from the 
gorgeous to the gleefully gross: 

"We've got a Madagascan Sunset 
Moth, which is really quite beautiful, 
and some with slightly gruesome 
habits: there's a diving beetle that has 
a particularly nasty way of eating 
things . . ." 

Then every Thursday in the holidays 
(from 2pm) kids can take part in 
'crafty creatures', the chance to create 
everything from spiders to skeletons 
out of paper, pipe cleaners and the 
like. "Every week you can make a 
different kind of animal," says Roz. 
"We'll be doing sessions on mini¬ 
beasts, fossils and also on mammals, 
so you can make your own zoology 


collection to take home with you." 

But even if you don't take part in 
the set activities, it's lovely just to have 
a wander around - particularly if your 
children aren't massively excited at 
the prospect of going to a museum. 
Before they've even set foot inside, 
they'll have spotted the colossal whale 
skeleton that hangs above the building 
- a guaranteed eye-popper for even 
the most unenthusiastic visitor. 

"The finback whale is the second 
largest species of whale, so that's an 
easy way to spot where we are!" says 
Roz. "And usually we get a lot of 
'wow's! when they come in the front 
door. Obviously the whale skeleton 
outside is very big and impressive, but 
as soon as you come into the galleries 
you can see a load more whale 
skeletons hanging from the ceiling: we 


have a killer whale and a narwhal - 
our narwhal is really unusual because 
it has two tusks instead of one." 

Other animals on display are 
equally arresting: "We've got a giant 
spider crab from near Japan, which 
has a huge leg span of more than a 
metre. We have a giant tortoise from 
the Seychelles, a green turtle, and 
porcupine fish: it's a kind of puffa fish 
but with lots of spines on it, so it's all 
puffed out like a spiky football." 

Does Roz have a favourite? "I've 
lots of favourites," she smiles. "I really 
like the giant anteater - they're very 
characterful animals. We've got a 
skeleton and a skin, so you can see it's 
got a tail that looks like it's made of 
straw." 

So why should families come? 
"Because kids love animals," says Roz. 


"There are so many different kinds, 
some of them are very cute and some 
of them are very disgusting! 

"So come and discover some of the 
amazing diversity of animal life. We've 
got members of every major group of 
animals on display in our museum, 
from the huge finback whale right 
down to the very small creepy 
crawlies. And it's free!"

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Fears grow over 
allotment sites 


A llotment holders 
nationwide are 
gathering to safeguard 
their plots in light of worries 
that their land may be sold. 

A recent survey conducted by 
the National Allotment Society 
found that 74% of members are 
worried that their allotment land 
will be sold and redeveloped, 
while the society receives 
hundreds of calls a year from 
people looking for advice on how 
best to safeguard their plots. 

Donna McDaid, national 
secretary for the society, explains: 
"Unfortunately, it is too easy for 
landlords to dispose of allotment 
land without realising the huge 
benefits they provide to 
individuals, communities and the 
environment. 

"There is now an even greater 
need to galvanise the interest and 
support of communities, especially 
as planners see allotments as 
prime development land." 

With National Allotments Week, 
which began on Monday and is in 
full swing until Sunday, local 
allotment associations have been 
hosting Parties on the Plot to help 
galvanise community support for

the allotment movement. 

More than 35 events have been 
planned throughout the event, 
ranging from barbecues and plant 
stalls to cream teas and children's 
festivals. 

There are an estimated 330,000 
allotment plots in the UK and 
nearly 100,000 people on the 
allotment waiting lists, according 
to the society, with rents ranging 
from £5 to £120 a year. 

The organisation is concerned 
that if this land was developed, 
billions of insects and animals 
would be wiped out, the risk of 
flooding in towns and cities would 
increase, and air pollution would 
intensify, not to mention the 
detrimental impact it would have 
on people's health and wellbeing. 

To find an allotment near you, 


call your local council or visit your 
library which should have a list of 
allotment sites in the area. Some 
councils provide literature, run 
courses for beginners and take part 
in National Allotments Week. To 
find the right site for you: 

■ Make sure it's close to home. 
You won't want to catch a bus 
carrying tools or get in a car after a 
long, hard day at work to get 
there. 

■ Choose a site which has fences, 
hedges and locked gates at night 
to deter vandals. 

■ Check water arrangements. 
Councils should supply mains 
water at a convenient distance for 
plot holders. A mains water supply 
in the form of tanks and 
standpipes is essential. 

■ Examine the plot which is 
offered to you. Work out if you 
have plenty of sun or if the plot is 
going to be in shadow, which isn't 
good for a lot of vegetables. Large 
trees may cast shade. 

■ Study the neighbours' plots. If 
they are neglected and dominated 
by weeds such as ground elder, 
you may be facing a losing battle, 
n For more information, visit 
www. nsalg. org. uk.

The current residual 
value winner is the 
Toyota Land Cruiser. 
One of the key reasons 
for the Land Cruiser’s 
success - its slightly lar¬ 
ger derivative the Ama¬ 
zon comes in at number 
five - is that it has never 
been the victim of 
distress marketing by the 
manufacturer, so used 
examples have been in 
limited supply. 

Also in the top five 
diesels are the Skoda 
Yeti and Octavia. 
Benefiting from VW 
underpinnings, Skoda’s 
vehicles are very reliable 
and buyers are starting 
to catch on to this. 

Completing the top 
five diesels is Audi’s Q5. 


As for petrols, the 
popular Fiat 500 makes 
the top five in both 
hardtop and convertible 
format. 

The Fiat 500 is retro 
yet modern at the same 
time and is a totally 
classless vehicle appeal¬ 
ing to a very broad range 
of customer. 

The convertible 
version retains its B and 
C-pillar which makes it 
less of a compromise 


than most soft-tops. 

The 300bhp rally- 
derived Ford Focus RS 
also features, and like 
previous RS Fords, it is 
distinctive from the 
mainstream Focus and 
its limited supply 
ensures that it keeps a 
very strong resale value. 

Two of the top five 
petrols are four-wheel 
drive vehicles. 

The Audi Q7 is one of 
the few Audis with real 


stand-out looks and is 
towards the more 
affordable end of the Q7 
range. A strong image 
ensures this model’s 
place on the list. 

The Suzuki Jimny 
may be towards the 
other end of the 4X4 
sector in the prestige 
stakes, but its super¬ 
cheap list price ensures 
its value doesn’t fall too 
sharply in the early 
years of ownership.

The Abarth 500's main 
standard features are its 
1.4-litre T-Jet engine in 
either 135bhp manual 
guise or 140bhp MTA 
(Manual Transmission 
Automated) format, with 
'Corsa' pack including 
Inox pedals, footrest and 
door kick-plates. 

Sport mode includes 
16-inch alloy wheels, air- 


con, front fog lights, rear 
parking sensors and 
leather gear lever 
surround. 

The 500 manual is

Latest Mercedes is A-Class apart 


MERCEDES-BENZ 
started with a clean 
sheet of paper for its 
new A-Class, with 
performance arm AMG 
coming in at an early 
stage to help create a 
much more muscular 
and sporty-looking car 
that sits up to 18 - 
centimetres closer to 
the road than the 
model it replaces, 
writes Adam Swift 

Five model lines will start 
from £18,945 in December, 
with engines producing 
between 109bhp and 
211bhp, and emissions from 
as little 98g/km - a new 
efficiency benchmark for a 
Mercedes-Benz. All new A- 
Class models feature Eco 
Start/Stop as standard, while 
a seven-speed dual clutch 
automatic transmission is 
available as an option with 
all engines. 

Keith Turner, fleet 
business development 
manager at Mercedes-Benz 
of Cambridge, said: “The 
new A-Class comes with 


some excellent new 
technology and safety 
features, including the 
Attention Assist System’ 
which detects when drivers 
start to become drowsy, and 
prompts them to take a 
break. 

“The ‘Collision Prevention 
Assist’ technology is a radar- 
based system that outputs a 
visual and acoustic warning 
to alert a distracted driver, 
and prepares the ‘Brake 
Assist’ system for when the 
driver uses the brake pedal. 
These are both now standard 
on the A-Class.” 

The range starts with the 
A 180 petrol, priced at 
£18,945. It is available with 
a six-speed manual gearbox 
only and includes comfort 
suspension, an iPod- 
compatible stereo with 
colour display and USB port. 

The SE model, which 
starts from £20,125, gets 16- 
inch 10-spoke alloy wheels, 
sports seats, and a Nappa 
leather steering wheel. It is 
available as both A 180 
petrol (122bhp) and A 180 
CDI (109bhp), with the 
diesel managing that low 
emissions figure of 98g/km. 


The combined cycle fuel 
figure for the diesel is 
74.3mpg. 

The Sport model comes 
with a choice of four engine 
options, including two 
petrols producing 122bhp 
and 156bhp, and two diesels 
producing 109bhp and 
136bhp. The latter reaches 
62mph in 9.3 seconds while 
still returning 65.7mpg on 
the combined cycle, with 
emissions of just 114g/km 
when mated with the 7G- 
DCT automatic transmission. 
The Sport, which starts from 
£21,240, looks more 
dynamic than the SE, with 
twin-exhaust pipes, 17-inch 
alloys and a silver grille with 
chrome highlights. 

Two AMG models are also 
available from launch. The 
AMG Sport, from £24,015, 
includes sports suspension, 
perforated disc brakes, AMG 
body styling, 18-inch alloy 
wheels, AMG floor mats and 
door sill panels. The car is 
offered with petrol power of 
156bhhp or 211bhp. 

The ‘Engineered by AMG’ 
model heads the range at 
£28,775, and is offered with 
the 211bhp petrol engine. It 



features a diamond grille 
with one louver, taken 
directly from the 2010 
concept, AMG sports 
suspension, red brake 
callipers, 18-inch AMG alloy 
wheels and a bespoke 
traction control system.

So who are the bikes 
selling to, I asked the 
Zero's UK importer, 
Dan Lynch? 


"Typically they're 
being snapped up by

40 per cent of the 
buyers like the Zero 
option because they 
don't have to go to 
the fuel station and it 
gives them the chance 
to stick two fingers up 
at the Government." 
Anyone with just a 
CBT licence can ride 
off on a Zero. "The 
range will offer more 


power in the future," 
Lynch says, "and it is 
unusual because 
these bikes are more 
like 25-30bhp but the 
bikes are measured in 
a certain way so that's 
fine." 

A 6Kw DS and S 
option is available for 
£9,995, offering a 
range of 70 miles 
before needing to be 
recharged. Insurance 
is relatively well- 
priced too. "Typically 
for someone aged 50 
with two years' no¬ 
claims bonus, it's 
£300 fully comp," 
Lynch adds.

JCR give Starkey three more 
courses to look after... 


AMY Starkey, the managing director at 
Newmarket, has been named as one of 
four regional directors for Jockey Club 
Racecourses. 

Starkey (pictured) who moved to 
Newmarket from Kempton earlier this 
year, now has Market Rasen, Nottingham 
and Huntingdon added to her portfolio. 
And that means a return to Brampton 
where she spent three years from 2005. 
JCR group managing director Paul Fisher 
also announced that Ian Renton, 
currently managing director for Arena 
Leisure, will be responsible for 
Cheltenham, Exeter, Warwick and 
Wincanton; John Baker will take charge 
of Aintree, Carlisle and Haydock; and 
Epsom's MD Rupert Trevelyan also takes 
charge of Kempton and Sandown. 

■ It's the penultimate Adnams Newmarket 
Nights on Friday, with Sir Tom Jones making 
a return trip to the July Course to perform 
after racing (first race 5.40pm). 

The feature race on Saturday is the 
German-Thoroughbred.com Sweet Solera 
Stakes with Godolphin out to extend their 
record in the race with Certify. 

Sheikh Mohammed's team 
have landed the Group Three 
event for the last three years 
with some smart juvenile 
fillies, although Long 
Lashes, White Moonstone 
and Discourse have not 
managed to fulfil that 
promise later in their 
careers. 

The race looked the obvious 
target for the Mahmood Al 
Zarooni-trained Certify after the 
daughter of Elusive Quality scampered 
three lengths clear of Pearl Sea on her 
debut at the July Festival, with the 
runner-up going on to score at Glorious 
Goodwood. 

Fifteen horses have been declared and the 
meeting is due to start at 2.25pm. 

■ Roger Varian admits Nahrain's second 
disappointing display of the season has 
left him scratching his head. 

The Prix de I'Opera winner finished a 
well-beaten ninth on her first start of the 
season in the Windsor Forest at Royal 
Ascot and failed to beat a rival in the 
Nassau Stakes at Goodwood on Saturday. 
"Nothing has come to light," said 
Newmarket-based Varian. 

"You could forgive her at Ascot as it was 
her first run and she had a penalty, but 
I'd been very happy with her leading up 
to the race." 

■ Trainer Jeremy Noseda is considering 
Group Three options for Regal Realm after 
her success at the same grade at 
Goodwood. 


The Cheveley Park Stud-owned filly is 
unbeaten in two starts at the Sussex course 
and, after her first outing since beating just 
one home in the Nell Gwyn Stakes in April, 
Noseda said: "She could go next for the 
Supreme Stakes back at Goodwood or 
otherwise the Sceptre Stakes at Doncaster 
next month." 

■ Dual Group One-winning sprinter 
Kingsgate Native is set to make his first 
appearance for trainer Robert Cowell in 
the Coolmore Nunthorpe Stakes at York 
on August 24. 

However, after proving infertile and being 
gelded, Kingsgate Native returned to 
training with Sir Michael Stoute, for 
whom he won two races. He failed to 
rediscover his best form towards the end 
of last season but Cheveley Park are keen 
to see if a change of yards can reignite 
the old flame. 

Cowell said: "He's older now but the 
engine is still there - we'll just have to 
wait and find out how big it is." 

■ Planteur faces the daunting task of 
crossing swords with Frankel after being 

withdrawn from the Sky Bet York Stakes 
on the Knavesmire last month. 
Marco Botti's top-class 
middle-distance performer 
was a leading fancy for the 
Group Two contest but after 
walking the track, 
connections felt conditions 
were too fast and decided 
not to run. 

It now means that provided 
the ground is deemed suitable, 
he is likely to meet the world's 
highest-rated racehorse back at York 
in the Juddmonte International on 
August 22. 

Planteur has also been given an entry in the 
Cox Plate at Moonee Valley on October 27 
as well as the BMW Caulfield Cup on 
October 20. 

There are 222 entries for the race, 
traditionally a stepping stone to the 
Melbourne Cup, Luca Cumani's Mount 
Athos, Ibicenco and Quest For Peace; 

Roger Varian's Sri Putra, John Gosden's 
Gatewood and Camborne; and James 
Fanshawe's Dandino. Melbourne Cup first 
and second Dunaden and Red Cadeaux, 
Beaten Up, Brown Panther, and Americain 
have also been entered. 

■ Cheveley Park Stud have bought a 
majority share in the July Cup winner 
Mayson. 

The colt provided Richard Fahey and 
jockey Paul Hanagan with their first 
domestic Group One winner at 
Newmarket and will remain in the 
trainer's care, as well as in the colours of 
David Armstrong, for the remainder of 
the year. 




JOHN Gosden secured his sixth Group 
One race of an incredible season as The 
Fugue grabbed the glory in the Market 
Insurance Nassau Stakes at Glorious 
Goodwood. 

The Clarehaven handler is enjoying a 
sensational run of form, Saturday’s triumph his 
fifth success at the top-level in the last six 
weekends. 

The Fugue was the lesser fancied of two Nassau 
challengers from the yard, with last month’s Pretty 
Polly Stakes winner Izzi Top the 7-4 favourite and 
mount of stable jockey William Buick. 

The Fugue was certainly no second string, 
however, having been seen by many as the moral 
winner of the Oaks after finishing a luckless third. 

The three-year-old arrived on the Sussex Downs 
on the back of a satisfactory second in the 
Ribblesdale Stakes at Royal Ascot and was second 
in the betting at 11-4, with Richard Hughes doing 
the steering for the first time. 

The title-chasing jockey held on to his mount as 
long as possible before unleashing her with a 
perfectly-timed run to beat Timepiece by a length. 

“If anyone deserved to win a Group One race, it 
was The Fugue,” Gosden said. “There is no point 
talking about the Oaks any more, but it was a 


pretty horrific affair. She’s got very small ballerina 
feet and got stuck in the ground at Royal Ascot, 
but she showed her class today. 

‘Andrew and Madeleine Lloyd Webber (owners) 
were keen to come here but it was only after I 
walked the track this morning that we confirmed 
she would run, but I thought Richard gave her a 
typically chilly ride. 

“Our main idea is for The Fugue to go for the 
Yorkshire Oaks and then the Breeders’ Cup Filly & 
Mare Turf.” 

Her stablemate Izzi Top was only sixth, and 
explaing the booking of Buick, Gosden said: “I sort 
of told him he had to ride her as she was the 
Group One winner and the other horse was not 
certain to run.” 

Sir Mark Prescott’s Motivado (11-2 favourite) 
propelled himself to the top of ante-post lists for 
the Betfred Ebor at York with an impressive 
display in the Toyo Tires Performance Stakes at 
Glorious Goodwood. 

Prescott said: “I had in my mind to go straight for 
the Ebor. But even my maths could work out that 
he’d have to turn up here to get in.” 

It was Luke Morris’ 100th winner of the year, 
but still did not prevent the stewards handing him 
a four-day careless riding ban (Augustl8-21).

VICTORIA Pendleton 
was denied a golden 
goodbye and a third 
Olympic title in 
dramatic fashion yesterday 
(Tuesday) as her perennial 
rival Anna Meares claimed 
sprint gold at the London 2012 
velodrome. 

The best-of-three final was a 
repeat of the 2008 gold medal race 
in Beijing which the life member of 
the Mildenhall club won. 

Pendleton, 31, was aiming to 
finish her career on a high with a 
third Olympic gold - a record for a 
British female - and her superior 
pace took her across the line first in 
the opening bout. 

However, she strayed from the 
sprinting lane under pressure from 
the physical Meares and 
commissaires awarded the 
Australian victory. 

In a cat-and-mouse second heat, 
Pendleton made an early surge for 
the line but Meares came round the 
outside to end hopes of a fairytale 
finish for the Briton, who had to 
settle for silver. 

A tearful Pendleton said: “I’m just 
so relieved right now. 


“I would have loved to have won 
on my final race, but I’m just so 
glad that’s it all done and I can 
move on.” 

She also paid tribute to Meares, 
who has been her main adversary 
throughout her career. 

“I’m glad that it got to that stage,” 
Pendleton said. “I think she’s the 
best rider in the field and it’s the 
way that it should have been. 

“Everything turned out right with 
Anna and myself in the final. She’s 
a fantastic competitor, we’ve met 
many a time, and I wish her all the 
best. But I’m very glad to be saying 
that’s the last time I have to go 
through that.” 

As for the first race she said: “I 
was really annoyed because I’m 
sure that she touched me and it 
caused me to move up. 

“I can’t believe, twice in one 
competition, I’ve been disqualified 
and relegated, it’s unheard of. It’s a 
bit of a surprise - it did knock my 
confidence a bit I must say.” 

However, Pendleton did not leave 
the Olympic stage without a gold. 
Twenty-four hours after the agony 
of her disqualification with Jess 
Varnish in the team sprint, 
Pendleton won the keirin gold.

Goldie 'devastated' after getting the elbow... 


A CLEARLY struggling Goldie Sayers 
went out in javelin qualifying 
yesterday (Tuesday), the elbow injury 
which has plagued her clearly still 
causing problems. 

However, the 10-time national champion 
vowed to carry on and compete at Rio 2016. 

The 30-year-old, who grew up in 
Newmarket, had heavy strapping on her right 
elbow and produced three throws well down 


on her British record of 66.17m. All three were 
given as fouls. She said: “I think I caught a 
nerve in warm-up and I couldn’t feel my hand. 
I couldn’t get it going, so I couldn’t point the 
javelin. 

“Had this been three weeks ago I would have 
been fine. In 15 years of throwing a javelin I’ve 
never hurt my elbow. 

“Why did it have to happen three weeks 
before the biggest day of my life? 


“I am devastated, but I have given it a go. I 
felt fantastic today but my body and my elbow 
let me down. 

“I’ve had the most emotionally draining 
three weeks of my life. I am actually really 
proud that I have got to this stage. 

“I’m going to carry on to Rio (de Janeiro) and, 
hopefully I can do the country proud in Rio. 

“It’s just so gutting not to be in a final in 
front of my home crowd.”
